And a* it cannot be iup 
posed that we who object to coptict labour 
are w infatuated u to with for .*> diau- 
Iroui an ianie, il i* contended we are bou ud 
to point out tome other cipedient for ita 
prarenlion. Butalltbat U eiprfBed or 
■m|ilied in lists cotlrie of reawuing, we 
tltlerlw deny. 

We nuM dietinguiih sot only between 
the proiperily of indiridualt and that of 
the coutmuciitY at large, bat alio between 
Ibe nrithmmi of tin eoMinuiiity ilielf 
and il* aolid tttU-Mm/. It i* pouible 
that wilhout iht large and cooManl 
ceuiooi of labour imiated upon, mm 
our moat adt rnturijui colouiiti, m far 
from being able to realine the furtunei 
they have coti lent plated, m ay be tapmed 
to terioui embaJraaimenli. Erjually 
pouible i* il, that, without auch ttceeaiioni 
the com HI unity at large may become 
checked in the acquiiilioo of great wealth, 
Bod thui become iu Ejected to 
inconTeniencea and privationa which 
great wealth il tbe mebua of ob- 
vuling. We bar* yet to learn, howeier, 
that etther with indiTidualt or with com- 
cnuniliti gr*»l wealth il eaaential to bap- 
pi neu or to lubatutial projperity. And 
we belitfi that not only may the colon y 
eacwp* rwi'w, and secure eomflrtmbtt tut- 
tuttnet, without thoae annual iinporla- 
tiona of thoiuaivdi upon thouundi of freib 
labourer 1, whether free or bond, concern- 
ing the vital neceaaity of which we hear 
to mueh ; bat wt believe, moreorer, and 
are firmly eonirinced, that that eery iyi- 
tem of rapid aggrandiitotent which tuch 
imponatioiii art intended to uphold, could 
not, under any circumiLnncej, be long 
continued, and were not dciirlbtr cytu if 
it coultl. 

The tj'ii em we allude lo it thai of de- 
pending upuu the geometrical iiicreite of 
nock. Ii cannot be denied, that lo thii 
■yatem there mutt be a limit eomewhert. 
The incteaae uf flocki and henli cannot 
go on in infinite progreiaion, unleit tbe 
lerritory itielf be extended in a parallel 
ratio. We have lately ihowu, on date 
which we bate not teen impugned, that thi* 
limit il definite— that, eren batuming 
an inexhauaUbie mppty of labour, and an 
inrihauitible demand for it* produce, in ■ 
create would be arretted within the neat 
ten year* by tbe phytic*] bound* of the 
colony ; and within the neit twenty, al 
moat, by thoae of tbe e til ire continent. 

If, then, the prujperiiy of AuHralia 
muit depend eicfuiively or chirlly upon 
tht tHcreat of ber cattle and theep, her 
dsyt are numbered. If a violent check tu 
that Irtcreaje wuuld be her ruin, ber ruin 
i* at hand. The startling truth cannot be 
denied, and ought not lo be concealed. 
The advocatei or tratttporUtion ought to 
look it in the face ; and inttrad of 
challenging u*to produce a mbttilule for 
convict labour, they ought Ihemaelvei to 
point lo * tubititute for their own d*.r 
ling lyatem — a ayitem wliote end if *o 
iwjftly apjirowihing, whote doom ii to in- 
evitably tealed. 

We have taid that Ihii •tupendoDi 171- 
tern of increaie, even could it be main- 
tained, would not be deiirahle— eipecially 
would it not be deiirable ai a frail of con- 
t ti t labour. Its diiect tendency it to ta - 
criticr quality to quantity — permancut 
benefilt to ttnvpomry — the welfare 
of a people to the interetU of a clan. Al- 
ready do the manufacturer! and wool- 
broker* of England complain of the de- 
clining character of our fleece. And 
no wonder. While the all bill 
univrraml attention of our llocknaateii i* 
abaorbed in the one grand contideratton 
uf iHCiain— incicaw of an i mall, increaie 
of clip, incre*»e of bale*— how can due 
attention be paid to the yet more impor- 
tant object of iHraovauuT ! Nay, w far 
from alleuding lo tbe inujrtwewtewf of 
breedt and fleecei. it it to be feared that 
there it but too Utile car*, to guard againtt 
ilrtrrieraiiun. Howeier much mr/rnfrf 
the ijevuteei of inCrtate might be lo pro- 
tide again* tins evil, the very magnitude 
of Iheir eMabliihmenU, tbe ditVacting 
multiplicity of their affair), put attention 
to detail* beyond Iheir power. Thui the 
reputaliou of tbe colony, ai the field ujion 
which Brituh manufacturer* may depend 
for choice auppliea of raw material, ii 
placed in jeopardy, and along with it tbe 
permanent inltrrtti of our whole euniinn- 
nily. 

But if the pttpeluation of toil lyitem 
would on theae ground* be undetirable, 
how much more ao wen it* chief rapport 
derived from tbe importation of convict* 1 
The iloieiily, retkletj, unprincipled rare 
of ibepherdt tbu* introduced into our 
tbetpwalka, would aggravate the eviU of 
which we have been ipeaking. The in- 
herent vice* of iheir nature, together with 
the qotninal cbeapneai of tlieir labour, 
., itn u Id be unfavourable to all the ob- 
ject* which enlightened flock' 
owner* ought to aim at 1 whilat 
the Moral tuiachie'i which, ai a 
clua, Ibeir iw arming bordct would inflicl 
upon auclcty, would, it ii perfectly nolori- 
oni, be "evili for which ao mere pecu- 
niary benefit! could terve ai * connler- 
pouw."
